LORD ROBERTS MAKES PLEA 
AGAINST ABUSING GERMANY. 


Field Marshal Recalls That Caarges 


Were Made Against British Sol- 
diers During the Boer War. 


{By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. 
LONDON, Sept. 30:—Field Marshal 
Lord Roberts in an article in Hibbert’s 


Journal urges his countrymen not to un- 
derestimate the power of Germany with 
its 66,000,000 people. 

“T cannot help thinking that the great 
task of subduing that nation will begin 
when we, with our French, Russian, and 
Belgian allies, have driven the German 
allies into the heart of their own terri- 
tory. . 
„May I give a word of caution to my 
countrymen against the unsportsmanlike 
practice of abusing one’s enemies? Let 
us avoid what Kipling, during the Boer 
war, described as ‘ killing a Kruger with 
your mouth.’ Let us rather devote all 
our energies to defeating our foemen by 
the superior fighting of adequate N 
of British soldiers in the ohen :

PLANS BETTER WORK. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Sept. 30.—- American dis- 
patches to London have recently yoiced/ 
criticisms by the American press of th 
British censorship in its handling of ne 2 
for transmission to America. In an 
terview today Solicitor General Sir Stan- 
ley Buckmaster, K. C., M. P., whois now 
director of the press bureau, dealt with 
some. of these criticisms. 

“ Our first and paramount object,” Sir 


Stanley said, is to permit news from 

being published which could get around, 

by however wide a circle*into the hands 
of the German general staff. Of course, 

the conditions under which warfare is 

being conducted nowadays somewhat 
widen the scope of our work in this direc- 
tion. Modern battles develop slowly, and 

in such a contest, for Instance, as the one 

now being waged on the banks of the 
Aisne and the Meuse, two armies may 
face each other for days and even weeks 

without any marked change of position. 

We have to take this fact into ac- 
count in censoring the news: If a battle 
took only a couple of days, news about 
the progress of it might perhaps safely 
go to America without the possibility of 
its going back in time to be of use to the 
enemy. However, when a fight is a ques- 
tion of weeks, the matter is different. 


American Correspondents Suffer. 
1 know that in the earlier stages of 
the war American correspondents. suf- 


— — 


‘ 


fered considerable annoyance and even 
hardship in the course of their work. 
That was unfortunate, but wasinevitable. 
Apart altogether from censorship, a great 
war like this, the greatest in history, 
would by itself disorganize the great and 
complex orgenization like the news serv- 
ice which goes from Europe to America. 
No doubt the censorship disorganized it 
still more, and the disorganization was all 
the greater owing to the copiousness of 
the news supplied, sent from here to the 
United States. 

I hope, however, that most of the un- 
doubted grievances from which American 
correspondents suffered in the creation of 
the new department are being met and 

removed. Already we have had testi- 


‘| mony from American cerrespondents that 


f 


things are getting much better. There 
is now a minimum delay in the cable 
cemsor’s office, and complaints made by 
correspondents are carefully and imme- 
diately attended to. We do everything 
we can to expedite the passage of news 
from European neutral countries through 
our offices to America, though, of course, 
it is our duty to see that everything is 
read and, if necessary, censored before it 
goes through. 


Admits Letters Are Opened. 
„With regard to mail correspondence, 
have no doubt that complaints about 
letters coming from Germany to Amer- 
ican Correspondents in London being 
opened are well founded. That is solely 
due tc the fact that we are ina state of 
war, and all letters which come from Ger- 
many here must necessarily run the risk 
of being opened, simply because they 
come from Germany, and precisely the 
same thing happens, so far as we know, in 
the case of letters going from here to Ger- 
many. This is the more essential owing 
to the elaborate work of espionage in 
which Germany has attempted to entan- 
gle the world. 

With regard to commercial messages. 
I believe that it will be found that there 
will be no more complaints as far as they 
are concerned.”’

ROME, via Paris, Sept. 30.—An Italian 
torpedo boat is reported to have been sunk 
today by a mine between Venice and

In consequence of the appearance on 
the Adriatic coast of Italy of floating 
mines, which there is reason to believe

Nearly 10 percent 
of all the families 
which are support- 
ed as paupers by the 
county agent during 
the winter months 
‘are employés of the 
city of Chicago. 
From 500 to 1,000 
families who apply for aid every winter 
as paupers are on the city pay roll year 
after year. : 
The heads of most of these families 
work during the spring, summer, and 
tall as street cleaners or in the water 
pipe extension or sewer departments of 
tbe city service, where they are paid 
$2.25 a day. When cold weather comes 
a large portion of them are laid off. An

Cost $500,000 Yearly. 

The total cost of, the relief given by 
the county agepvt’s office is between 
$400,000 and $500,000 a year.

It would probably please the taxpay- 


ers if this money were spent for keeping 
the streets cleaner and doing other use-

It was conceded that, were Sullivan victorious 
in the primary, his election would be hotly con- 
But that the movement for an investiga- 
tion would be begun so soon was not thought 
probable. Vrooman ig said to have given the 
senate committee some information. n investi- 
gation at Washington would not de, so interest- 
ing as one in Sullivan’s own state. Already there 
ig talk of an inquiry into the “ethics” of the 
whole campaign. It is hot a sound recommenda- 
tion for the direct primary. Nor is it flattering 
to the Democratic voters of Illinois, for until 
otherwise established it must be admitted that 
Boss Sullivan is the Democratic nominee, chosen 
by direct vote of the people.“ yeas

Some eighteen months ago, however, | 
she inherited a large fortune and an 
estate known as Langton in Forfar- 
shire through the death of Lady Har- 
vey, daughter of Sir Robert Harvey.

There is a curious story attached to 
this fortune and bequest which Lady 
Kinloss owes to her descent from Alex- 
ander Gavin, beadle and sexton of the 
parish church of Lunan, Forfarshire, in 
the early part of the eighteenth century. 

It happened that in the time of Alex- 
ander Gavin's father, who was beadle 
of the parish church of Lunan, that a 
Dutch vessel was wrecked in Lunan 
bay, and ita captain was hospitably en- 
tertained in the beadle’s house. 

The friendship thus formed resulted 
in the eventual marriage of the Dutch 
captain to the old beadle's daughter; 
Catherine, who proceeded with her hus- 
band to Holland, where he made a fortune 
in trade. 

Alexander Gavin, after succeeding his 
father as beadle. married and had a son 
of the name of David, who, while a young 
man, joined his uncle and aunt tn Hol- 
land, became a partner in the business 
and made a large fortune of his own, 
besides inheriting that of his uncle and 
aunt. He thereupon returned to Scot- 
land. 

David Gavin's first care was to provide 
liberally for the comfort of his parents, 
and in 1758 he purchased from the Cock- 
burn family the beautiful estate of 
Langton. 

In 1770 he married Lady Betty Malt- 
land, a daughter of the seventh. Earl 
of Lauderdale. His only daughter by | 
this marriage became Marchioness of 
Breadalbane. 
She left the Langton estate and the | 
Gavin fortune to her eldest daughter, | 
Lady Elizabeth Pringle, the younger 
daughter being Mary, Duchess of Buck- 
ingham. 

Lady Pringle had two daughters, Mrs. | 
Balllie Hamilton and Lady Harvey, each | 
of whom succeeded in turn to the Langton | 
estates and fortune. 

As Lady Harvey left no issue the entire 
property passed, the year before last, 
to the Duchess of Buckingham’s srand- 
daughter, Lady Kinloss.

After a room has been 
used as a4 emoking room for a couple 
ok hours In the evening the members have 
to. sleep in the same room for seven or 
eight hours, where the air is laden with 
nicotine fumes and the stench from a 
stagnant cuspidor—a cesspool used as a 
“drinking fountain by disease breed- 
ing flies, The theoretical answer to 
this i:: Empty the cuspidor and open 
the windows. But the person who 
_ smokes usually leaves the emptying of 
| the cuspidor to his nonamoker roommate, | 


and the windows are seldom opened wide 


in the winter. Some dormitory rooms, 
because of this practice, compare favor- 
ably with an elevated railway smoking 
car in midwinter.

cost me more than one month's salary 
last year for operations and sickness

Fried Fish, Meuniere. - 


N much high class cookery the most 
elegant or satisfactory results are ob- 
tained. by the simplest means, plus 

Skill. Some of the dishes which ap- 
pear under elegant names on menus 

are quite as simple as those denominated 
* cottage ;: in fact, they often mean 
something similar, but g'ven in French 
they are very much more high sounding. 

Fried fish, -meuniére (short for a la 
meuniére, which literally means after the 
manner of the miller’s wife) appears on 
many an elégent menu and is nothing 
more than fried fish with butter, parsley 
and lemon juice. Oysters and sardines, 
heated up, as well as fresh mackerel, had- 
docks, smelts and even fish steaks, are 
prepared in this manner and so are soft 
shelled crabs and frogs’ legs. 

For twelve smelts or a dozen sardines 


all that is needed is one tablespoonful of 


browned butter, the juice of half a lemon 
and a teaspoonful of chopped parsley. 
This is about as inexpensive a dressing 
as one could make for this number of 
fish, and yet it ranks among the elegant 
things. 


— 

The fish are as simply fried as possible. 
being first seasoned with salt and pepper, 
perhaps lightly wet in milk and thep 
rolled in flour. They need to be put into 
a hot pan and then cooked gently till 
heated through thoroughly. It takes 
hardly more than this to cook fish, that is, 
the water in the fish must be brought to 
a boil, 

From five to six minutes to a side ts 
sufficient to cook the fish if not too hot a 
fire is used. If the fire is too hota stiff 
erust is formed on the outside, so that

the fire penetrates the flesh of the fish 
more slowly. 

The meuniére dressing may be added 
in either of two ways. In one case the 
butter, one tablespoonful, is browned, the 
lemon juice added, then the chopped 


parsley is added and tossed a minute, | 


then the whole is put over the fish. Of 
course this amount will not cover them 
wholly, -as some sauces might, but if 
added in the right way it seasons them 
adequately. 

The other way is to put the fish into a 
hot dish, squeeze the juice of half a lemon 
over them, then sprinkle over them a half 
teaspoonful or a whole one of chopped 
parsiey, then pour over them one table- 
spoonful of browned butter. Sometimes 
a regular maitrag hotel sauce is prepared 
and poured over them, in which case the 
butter is not browned, but in the true 
meuniére dressing the butter browned 
and is more digestible.

OYSTERS MEUNIERE. — The ome 
tablespoonful of browned butter, the 
juice of half a lemon, and the bit of 
chopped parsley is considered sufficient 
by expert cooks to season three dozen 
fried oysters, fried in pan rather than in 
deep fat. Wipe the oystefs, season with 
salt and pepper all together in a bowl, 
and add about four tablespoonfuls of cold 
milk to them, then roll in flour and put 


them side by side in a frying pan in which 


has been melted two tablespoonfuls of 
butter. Three minutes cooking on each 
side over a brisk fire is considered suffi- 
cient to cook them. Oysters overcooked 
afe hard and flavoriess. Add the meun- 
iére seasoning and then decorate the dish 


besides with lemon skces or quarters.
